on n Letter of Credit. 


When I called at a bank in Russia to 


make a draft against * v letter of credit, 
I was met at the door by a man in gor- 
geous livery with a long staff in his hand.

The cardinals meet on the eleventh 
day after a pope's decease iu a series of 
double cells in the Vatican, one of the 
cells being for the cardinal and the ntfier 
for the secretary or chamberlain. On the 
twelfth day the election begins, ihe votes 
of two-thirds of the cardinalx being nec- 
essary to duct the pope.

The 
acid fruits, especially lemons and oranges, 
are particularly good for stomach trou- 
bles and rheumatism. 


It is not sut'.ieiynt, sny the advocates of 


the fruit cure, to cat a Mntill quantity at 
bicakfast or dinner. 
One should eat 


from two to eii;ht pounds of grapes a day, 
or, if oranges arc the curative agency, the 
number to be cateu in a day may vary 
from three to six. 


A healthy condition of the body de- 


pends upon a perfect balance of foods 
taken. There are many other factors en- j 
teriug into the question, but this feature 
must not be forgotten. Few people there- 
arc who can keep healthy without fruit.

Mr. Ogdcn, civil engineer tor Air. Hill, 
was the first witness called.

PETITIONS GOVERNOR HILL. 


Mnry E. Barrows Wants Life Sentence 


Commuted. 


Tho Blanoy murder ac Kittery is 


once 
more 
recalled 
by 
a 
letter 


which Mary 15. Harrows, now serving 
a life sentence in the state prison at 
Thomaston. has written to Governor 
Hill. 


Mrs. Barrows was arrested Novem- 


ber 1 i 1^83, and tried ar, the term of 
the supreme court for York county 
held in Saco in January, 18SL She 
was convicted of murder in the first 
degree and given a death sentence 
in the following September. 


Tin,- sentence of death was corn- 


muted by Governor Bodwcll to life im- 
prisonment and Mrs. Iiarrows has 
been incarcerated at Thomaston ever 
since. 


In her letter to Governor lull she 


claims that she did not commit the 
murder and that she did not know 
•Anything about it at the time it was 
committed, and therefore she could 
only have been eonvk to-,1 in the sec- 
ond degree. 


At the trial she claimed she \v;is'in- 


nocent of the ciime and still claims 
she was innocent. She further claims 
that she was convicted by the circum- 
stances around her, which evidence 
has boon proved unreliable. 


She said she had served more years 


than any other woman ever sentenced 
to the Maine stale prison and that she 
has endured greater punishment lie- 
cause of the circumstances. 


Mrs. Harrows says that she has 


tried tn do right in ovorv respect nnd 
o please nil with whom she has had 
iealin::s, and that she has had a good 
record in the state prison for .she has 
been told this by the iiT-pectors and 
tho members of the council. 


As she is but fifty-eight years old. 


she claims she is able to take care of 
herself and would not be an expense 
to anv person. She therefore prays the 
governor nnd council to o;>miniite h«r 
sentence to a term of 18 yenrs. A 
hearing will bo given to h«»r at a moo.t- 
iny of the council later.
